Five Chinese boatmen wert charped this mora:

‘Toaeban, the 
witeof the master of the sampan, said that at 
About inidnight on the 28th March the sampan 
was anchored olf No, 2 Police station, Wanchai, 
she, her husband and infantchild being the only: 
ocenpants of the boat. ‘Mhey were all asleep, 
when she w roke by a heise as of a boat 
coming alonpsi she leaked up, and at the 
same time saw sis men getting out ofa boat 
alongside and boarding the boat she was in. she 
screamed out “save hile,” when one of the men 
put sore clothes into her mouth to prevent her 
calling out, at the same time tying her hands be» 
hind her back. Two men kept guard over her 
husband, who was also awake, and the otherthree 
men rowed the (wo boats overta T'sim-sha-tsui, on 
tothe beach, where they lefithem and went ashore; 
‘taking with them ten pieces of clothing, thirty 
seven silver dollars, one Jade stone bangle, which 
they took off her husband's wrist, one gald finger 
ting from her fingers and one pair of silver ear. 
rings, mounted with gold, from her ears. ‘The 
second defendant was the man who stuffed cpt 
ton inte her mouth and tied her up, he being at 
the time armed with a revolver, which he 
pointed at her. The third defendant was one 
ofthe three men who rowed the boat over to 
Tsim-sha-tsui. she did not see any arms in his 
possession. ‘Fhe second defendant took her ring 
from her finger and her carrings from her ear. 
Me also struck her with a piece of wood on the 
Ie shoulder when she cried out, causing the 
mark shown (shows an’ extensive bruisc).

complaints of our friends in California on ‘the 
question of Chinese immigery Under the 
provisions of the treaty signed between China 
andthe United states the American Go, 
verminenmt sesurves the right “to restrict. iim 
migration to certain classes of Chinese sub- 
jects. There is no disposition to interfere 
with the movements of Chinese merchrnts, 
studcits or officers of the Government. They 
will he as welcome from China as gentlemen of 
the same rank from France or Spain. ‘The ques- 
tion of the immigration of the coulics is really 
the one which affects California, There. are 
many things to be said on this subject, especially 
in favour of the California view of the case. The 
coolies belong to the lowest class in China, and 
represent a degraded, inferior form of its ancient 
and picturesque civilisation, On the other hand, 
they have been of advantage to the Unized states, 
It would be a curious question to decide the 
practical worth in the mere material matters of 
moncy and Jabour ofthe Chinamen to the Pacific 
coast. It would be a great calamity to the in- 
dustrial interests of that coast if the Chinamen 
should suddenly leave it, We question if even 
the most advanced reformers and agitators would 
not regard the sudden exodus of the Chinhman as 
an almost irreparable calamity. Wut, while the 
Chinesé have been of service to America in many 
ways, the fact that they represent a teeming, vast 
empire; that is it is within the power of China to 
throw into America millions and millions of these 
labourers, and that, if not checked, they could 
swarm over .the Pacific ‘coast and_ practically 
occupy it, is the real point tobe considered, . We 
are not building up a Mongolian or an African 
or a Tartar Republic, but a nation of white 
Christian men and wamen. We do not desire to 
have in America small classes of rich, prosperous 
men living at the expense of myriads of poorly 
paid, industrious coolies. [t is of more conse- 
quence to have a large, thrifty, contented, well 
paid, working class of our own people. Out' of 
this class come the best citizens, Ifthe influence 
ofthe immigration of the Chinese to the United 
States is to weaken or diminish or lessen the 
moral force of our working classes then it should 
be restricted. A great deal is due to China as a 
‘friendly nation, and one in whose future we have 
a growing interest, but a g-cat deal is algo due 
to the labouring people of our own States, and 
especially those living on the Pacific coast.—
